In the case of a telephone or video-conference interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence address 
either with or prior to the next official communication. If additional correspondence from the examiner is not likely before an alk>wance or if other 
drcumstar^ces dictate, the Form shoukj be mailed promptly after the interview rather than with the next offtctal contmunication.

- Name of applicant 

- Name of examiner 

- Date of interview 

- Type of Interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Nante of participant(s) (applicant attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 
' An indication whether or nai an exhit>it was shown or a demonstratksn conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the exantiner who conducted the inierwew (If Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that (he examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
shouM be noted, however, that the Interview Sumnrary Fbmn ¥wll not normally be considered a comptele and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented t)y Ihe applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applical>te items required below concerning the 
substance of the Interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of Ihe substance of any interview should include at least the foikywing applicable itenits: 

1) A brief description of the nature of any exhibit shown or any demonstration conducted, 

2) an identiftcation of the claims discussed. 

3) an identification of the specific prior art discussed. 

4) an identification of the prindpai proposed amendments of a substantive nature discussed, unless these are already described on the 
interview Summary Form completed by the Examiner. 

5) a brief identification of the general thmst of the principal arguments presented to the examiner. 

(The tdentification of argunnents need not be lengthy or elaborate. A vert>atim or fughly detailed description of the arguments is not 
required. The identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature or thrust of the principal arguments made to the 
examiner can be understood in the context of Ihe application file. Of course, the applk;ant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those argunr>ents which he or she feeis were or mig^t be persuasive to the examiner.) 

6) a general indication of any other pertinent matters discussed, and 

7) if appropriate, the general results or outcome of the inlenriew unless already described in the Intenriew Summary Fomn completed by 
the examiner. 

Examiners are expected to carefuOy review the applicant's record of the substance of an Inteiview. If the record is not complete and 
accurate, the examiner wiu give the applicant an extendable one month time period to correct the record.
